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PLEAS TO FIX

CALLS have been made for a crack¬ 
down on speeding motorists, amid 
growing concerns about drivers 
breaking the limit in Banbury. 

Thames Valley Police has already said 
complaints about Dukes Meadow Drive 
and Warwick Road have prompted them 
to look again at those routes, including 
possible enforcement measures. 

But other stretches, such as Bretch 
Hill, have now also been highlighted by 
people wanting more done before there 
is a serious crash. 

The councillor for Easington South, 
John Colgrave, claimed people were 
disregarding the 20mph speed limits in 
Bretch Hill and said it would not be long 
before there was a major accident. 

He said: “I’ve heard so many concerns 
from residents about this stretch of 
road over the last couple of years. 

“People have complained about the 
dangers to themselves and their chil¬ 
dren. 

“Lots of pets have already been run 
over and this has been obviously very 
upsetting for their owners. 

“The problems are just unnecessary 
and there should be some form of en¬ 
forcement from the police.” 

He added that if police were going to 
play more of a role looking at speeding 
drivers, more should be done to enforce 
the existing limits. 

Mr Colgrave suggested that speed 
warning lights could be an alternative 
to a police presence on the road. 

The Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
Superintendent for Thames Valley 
Police, Katharine Lowe, said in a let¬ 
ter to Banbury Town Council that the 
force’s position over enforcement of 
speed limits had not changed and that 
they believed the roads should be “self- 
enforcing.” 

She said: “Police policy is that 20mph 
limits and zones should be self-enforc¬ 
ing, through either physical calming 
measures or natural character road 
alignment. 

“Some full width speed humps have 
been reduced to speed cushions at the 
request of local passenger vehicle oper¬ 
ators in the last five years, without com¬ 
promising speed reducing intention for 
smaller vehicles.” 

But she added that Dukes Meadow 
Drive and Warwick Road would be 
looked at and intervention from the

neighbourhood team, roads policing 
and other methods could be used. 

Mr Colgrave said speeding problems 
were not isolated to Bretch Hill, and 
he had heard concerns about other 
roads, including Springfield Avenue. 

Frank Gabbidon, landlord of the 
Admiral Holland pub in Woodgreen 
Avenue, said “We’ve had quite a few 
idiots skidding round the roundabout 
and causing problems for pedestrians. 

“We had an incident last week, where 
one customer told me they had seen a 
car, out their window, rush round the 
roundabout and narrowly miss a pe¬ 
destrian walking on the path.” 

A letter to Banbury Town Council 
from the county council accepted that 
speeding posed a high risk to resi¬ 
dents, pets and property and said in¬ 
cidents involving speeding could “sig¬ 
nificantly diminish quality of life for 
those who live in the area”. 

It said the council had carried out “a 
significant number of traffic improve¬ 
ment schemes in Banbury” and said 
plans to further reduce risks were in¬ 
troduced in the Local Transport Plan, 
which was updated for Banbury in 
March 2014.

Cherwell’s time after bid to double Woodstock refused 


CAMPAIGNERS against a 
housing estate that would 
double the size of Woodstock 
“have won the battle but not 
yet the war” after West 
Oxfordshire District Council 
rejected the plans. 

Proposals for 1,200 homes, a 
primary school, a care village 
and a football ground were 
turned down last week but are 
due to be decided by Cherwell 
District Council today, as the 
site covers both areas. 

Pye Homes first put forward 
plans for 1,500 new homes 
Blenheim Palace estate land 
east of Woodstock. In June, it 
gave a smaller option of 1,200 
homes. Woodstock has about 


1,300 homes. Woodstock 
Action Group strongly 
opposed the scheme and more 
than 1,200 people objected. 

Chairman Bob McGurrin 
said: “It feels like we have won 
the battle, but we have not won 
the war yet. Cherwell still have 
to make their decision.” 

WODC turned down the 
plans on grounds including 
the size would harm a World 
Heritage Site and it was 
“disproportionate and 
inappropriate.” 

The majority of the houses 
are within Cherwell, where 
planners have recommended 
refusal. Pye Homes did not 
offer a comment.

MP fears drivers going too fast 
on straight stretches of A361 
face tight bends in villages

WORK must be done to reduce 
the risk to drivers travelling on 
one of Oxfordshire’s most danger¬ 
ous roads, according to one of the 
county’s MPs. 

The A361 between Banbury and Chip¬ 
ping Norton was named the eighth 
highest risk road in the country in a 
report by the Road Safety Foundation. 

The report, released on September 
15, states that 40 crashes happened on 
the 21km stretch of road between 2008 
and 2013. 

The MP for North Oxfordshire, Vic¬ 
toria Prentis, said: “I know that this is 
an issue of great importance to many 
people in North Oxfordshire and I have 
met with residents and parish councils 
to discuss specific locations in more 
detail. 

“I was disappointed to hear that the 
A361 had been graded such a danger¬ 
ous road. 

“I can see how this is so, given some 
of the very tight village bends and the 
speed at which some drivers travel 
along the open stretches. 

“I will be raising this matter in the 
coming weeks with the Department for 
Transport and will continue to liaise 
with concerned parties.” 

The Road Safety Foundation is a 
charity that helps to reduce traffic cas¬ 
ualties by improving roads, vehicles 
and driver behaviour. 

According to the report, the number 
of “fatal or serious” crashes on the 
route had increased from 16 between 
2008 and 2010 to 24 between 2011 and 
2013. 

Out of the 24 crashes, 46 per cent had 
pedestrians or cyclists as the main con¬ 
tributor to the incident. 

Nearly one in 10 incidents was as a 
result of head-on collisions between 
vehicles. 

Oxfordshire county councillor Da¬ 
vid Nimmo Smith, lead member for 
the environment and transport, said: 
“We are aware of some roads that are 
more statistically dangerous than oth¬ 
ers and we are continually monitoring 
these when we can.

“To combat these problems it is im¬ 
portant that we continue to try and 
slow traffic down.” 

In 2010, a motorcyclist was killed on 
the route near Banbury when his mo¬ 
torbike was involved in an accident 
with a BMW car. 

The following year, the road became 


blocked after a driver in his 40s crashed 
his car into a hedge. 

Nationally, the report said, 1,775 peo¬ 
ple were killed on Britain’s roads in 
2014, compared with 1,713 in 2013. 

Half of the fatal crashes occurred on 
rural roads, which also had 30 per cent 
of serious crashes.

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Determined Scout Kyle,

Boy opts to carry on independently, after group’s 
fundraising 15-mile town walk has to be cancelled

WHEN Kyle Walton found 
out his Scout group’s 15- 
mile charity walk had 
been cancelled, he decided 
to complete the challenge 
single-handedly 

The 7th Banbury Scout 
Group had organised a walk 
to take place on September 6, 
in a bid to raise money for the 
troop’s activities. 

However, due to too many 
of the members being away 
on their summer holidays in 
the run-up to the trek, their 
walk had to be cancelled. 

After collecting about £700 
in sponsorship, 13-year-old 
Kyle asked his father, Gary, 
whether he could still take on 
the challenge. 

The pair then persuaded 
Beavers leader Jon Poulton to 
join Kyle on the planned walk 
route and verify his time. 

Kyle said: “I thought it 
would still be good to raise 
this money for the group, as 
they really need the funds. 

“The money will support all 


the group’s activities and it is 
amazing to have raised this 
much.” 

The walk started off from 
St Mary’s Primary School 
in Southam Road, Banbury, 
before heading along Salt 
Way into Bodicote, then back 
past the Giant’s Caves on 
Broughton Road. 

The pair completed the 
course in just under five-and- 
a-half hours. 

Kyle, who joined the 7th 
Banbury Scout Group when 
he was five years old, said: 
“The first 10 miles were okay, 
as we went through Banbury, 
but after that they became 
quite hard work.” 

His father said: “Kyle was 
gutted when he found out the 
walk had been cancelled. He 
had only got the forms a few 
days before and had already 
raised lots of money. 

“After he told me he wanted 
to do it, we found someone 
who was willing to walk with 
him, and luckily Jon Poulton 
said he could do it.

Improvement in 
officers’ fitness 

ONLY two per cent of Thames Valley’s 
police officers failed their annual fitness 
test, new figures show. 

Nearly 4,000 officers, including special 
constables and inspectors, took the 
nationally-required examination, with 
just 81 unable to pass and 61 getting 
through at the second attempt. One 
officer failed the endurance section four 
times. 

In 2014, the test was made compulsory 
and the force has since improved on the 
127 who failed in its first year. 

Previously, only officers in their 
probation period and those in specialist 
roles that required a certain level of 
fitness took the test. 

The main challenge is a bleep test, 
which requires running between two 
points set 15 metres apart. The speed is 
dictated by a bleep, which gets shorter 
and shorter as the levels progress. To 
pass, officers must reach a score of 5.4. 

The level changes according to 
specialist roles, with a firearms officer 
needing to reach 7.6, for example. 

Graham Smith, chairman of the force’s 
Police Federation, which represents 
officers, said the test was unfair on older, 
more experienced members of the force. 

He said: “The test should be age and 
gender specific. A 20-year-old would pass 
without a problem, but a 50-year-old is 
going to struggle unless they have made 
superhuman efforts to stay fit. They 
cannot do a bleep test, but they should 
still be able to serve the public.” 

Police spokeswoman Connie Primmer 
said: “It is excellent that the vast 
majority of officers who took the fitness 
test have passed. Having a basic standard 
of fitness enables officers to perform 
their frontline duties to achieve the best 
possible outcomes in reducing crime.”

A DOCUMENTARY about 
the research into an Iron 
Age bronze mirror will be 
released to tell people more 
about the rare artefact. 

Staff at the Oxfordshire 
Museum want to use the film 
to explain hidden secrets be¬ 
hind the 2,000-year-old mirror, 
which has been on display at 
the Woodstock centre since De¬ 
cember.

She added: “I was commis¬ 
sioned last year and I thought 
it would be really interesting 
to document and I had worked 
with the museum before. 

“I’m quite interested in the 
mythology of it. It was amazing 
to see the mirror up close and 
watch the experts take a sam¬ 
ple of it to analyse. 

“I love making these sort of 
documentaries. They are quite 
fascinating and one of my aims 
is to get things like this out to 
audiences not just in Oxford¬ 
shire but around the world.” 

The eight-minute documen¬ 
tary will be shown at 8.45pm 
on Monday on UK Freeview 63, 
Sky 536, Virgin 233 and Freesat 
651, before being shown along¬ 
side the display at the museum. 

David Moon, curator of ar¬ 
chaeology for Oxfordshire 
Museums service, said the 
short film would explain to the 
people of Oxfordshire - who 
helped purchase the artefact - 
the findings of the research.

Youth group issues

public campaign to buy the mir¬ 
ror we felt it was very important 
that we should document the re¬ 
search we wanted to do. 

“We decided having a film about 
it was the right thing to do be¬ 
cause as well as creating a per¬ 
manent and public record of the 
sampling process, we can use it in 
a variety of ways, such as show¬ 
ing it to groups, using it in gallery 
exhibitions or broadcasting it. 

“It’s the people of Oxfordshire 
who own it so we wanted to show 
them what we were doing.” 

Experts have also analysed the 
mirror and another from Bedford¬ 
shire and found that the two had 
probably been made in the same 
place at the same time and from 
the same molten Bronze. 

The findings are not shown in 
the film, as they were returned 
after shooting. The research and 
film both had Higher Education 
Innovation Fund grants. 

He added: “We were very lucky 
to be offered the chance to com¬ 
pete for the HigherEIF funding 


which paid for both the re¬ 
search and the film, and even 
luckier to be one of the five 
winning projects. 

“After a lot of thought and 
consulting, we decided that we 
wanted to take a sample from 
the mirror. 

“By taking a sample we would 
get a massive amount of extra 
information, not just about the 
chemical composition of the 
mirror but about the manufac¬ 
turing processes too.” 

The artefact was found by a 
metal detectorist in Didcot in 
2006, and the museum raised 
£33,000 by September last year 
to purchase and house it.

Charity calls for 
eye tests within 
special schools 

A NATIONAL charity is appealing for 
the government to start providing 
routine sight tests in Oxfordshire’s 
special schools. 

New statistics published by SeeAbility 
have shown an estimated 382 pupils 
being educated at special schools in the 
county have never had an eye test, out 
of a total of 1,032 children being 
educated in them. 

The charity said this meant 
vulnerable children, with a range of 
disabilities, seemed to be missing out 
on their education because they could 
not access sight tests. 

It also said the situation was 
particularly concerning because 
children with complex learning 
disabilities were 28 times more likely to 
suffer from serious sight problems than 
other children. 

The statistics have been produced for 
a new report from the charity, as part of 
its Children in Focus campaign. 

It draws on research from Cardiff 
University’s school of optometry and 
vision science. 

SeeAbility has trialled delivering 
specialist sight tests to pupils in a 
cluster of special schools in London 
since October 2013. 

Charity chief executive David Scott- 
Ralphs said: “Children with profound 
disabilities may not be able to tell 
someone they have a sight problem, or 
get to a high street optician. 

“Let’s bring much-needed eye care to 
them instead. 

“We want people to join our Children 
in Focus Campaign and sign the 
petition on our website.”

Nursing homes 
told they must 
improve by CQC 

A STRING of nursing homes across the 
county have been told they need to 
improve, after a series of swoops by 
health watchdog inspectors. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
has published its findings into five care 
providers including a nursing home, 
mental health support, and illness and 
injury rehabilitation across 
Oxfordshire. 

Its inspectors found that AG Palmer 
House in Littlemore, Oasis Private Care 
in Steventon, Southerndown nursing 
home outside Chipping Norton, 
Middleton Grange nursing home in 
Hailey and The Triangle in Wheatley 
“required improvement”. 

C3 Care, in Watlington, was the only 
care provider in the latest string of 
inspections to be rated good. 

While Oasis Private Care - which 
provides illness and injury 
rehabilitation homecare - was rated 
good for being caring and responsive, it 
was told it required improvements in 
safety and effectiveness and its 
leadership was ranked inadequate. 

Inspectors found that mental health 
homecare agency AG Palmer House 
required improvement in all five areas: 
safe, effective, caring, responsive and 
well led. 

Middletown Grange and The Triangle 
required improvements in safety, 
efficacy, responsiveness and leadership, 
while it ranked its caring as good. 

Southerndown was rated good for 
caring, effectiveness and well led, but 
required improvements in caring and 
responsiveness.

On the eve of retirement, 
hospitals chief Sir Jonathan 
Michael looks at his career

A JUNIOR doctor working 
100-hour weeks hears the call 
come in, jumps from his dor¬ 
mitory bed and dives out of 
the door into total blackness. 

It takes the young Sir Jonathan 
Michael a minute to realise that he 
is not in the corridor, but has clam¬ 
bered inside a wardrobe. 

The outgoing chief executive 
of Oxfordshire’s hospitals laughs 
across the table in his office, re¬ 
calling the anecdote, but it could 
have gone so differently for the 
doctor of 45 years. 

Sir Jonathan was raised in Bris¬ 
tol, got A-levels in English, French 
and history and had a place at uni 
to study social sciences. 

But the course of his life changed 
when he went to see a film, the 
name of which now escapes him, 
set in a hospital in America. 

He said: “It triggered something 
in me and I recall coming back 
from the cinema and saying to my 
parents, ‘I want to do medicine’.” 

So Sir Jonathan wrote to medi¬ 
cal schools and was invited to an 
interview at St Thomas’ in Lon¬ 
don. He qualified in 1970 and rose 
through the ranks. He has been 
a chief executive for nearly 20 
years, since taking the top job at

Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in 1995. 

He said: “I was asked to work 
with the chief as a medical direc¬ 
tor, to make sure the financial re¬ 
covery didn’t crucify clinical care. 

“That was a difficult period, but 
in one sense a good learning expe¬ 
rience in that I knew what a bank¬ 
rupt health organisation looks like 
and how painful it is to pull it out.” 

He moved to London to be chief 
executive of Guy’s and St Thomas’ 
Trust and steer it through its bid 
to become a foundation trust. 

After a three-year break working 
with BT Health, he became chief 
executive of the then Oxford Rad- 
cliffe Hospitals Trust. 

Remembering his arrival, the 
car buff said: “An organisation in 
Oxford ought to be like a Ferrari. 
Everyone knows it is absolutely 
the top. When I arrived, it looked 


like a Ferrari but was not firing on 
all cylinders. 

“I hope I have played my lit¬ 
tle part in moving the academic 
health system in Oxford to a 
slightly higher plain.” 

Sir Jonathan said that when he 
took over in 2010 he wanted to 
improve the relationship between 
clinicians and management and 
escape a financial deficit. 

He added: “That’s one of the 
advantages I find of being an ex¬ 
consultant. I have been there and 
done that, and got the T-shirt and 
the blood stains.” 

The trust achieved the status of 
academic health science centre in 
2013 and has gone from a financial 
deficit to a surplus. 

It was renamed Oxford Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals Trust (OUHT) in 2011. 
His successor will be Dr Bruno 
Holthof.

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Stargazers look to galaxies 
brought into view by this 
week’s lunar phenomenon

WHILE most stargazers were 
transfixed by the super ‘blood 
moon’ this week, one astrono¬ 
mer boldly looked beyond. 

Celestial enthusiast Mary Spicer 
was able to catch a glimpse of the 
Milky Way as the moon dimmed in 
the early hours of the morning. 

The unique sight was possible 
due to a lunar eclipse that com¬ 
bined with a ‘supermoon’, which 
happens when the moon is in the 
closest part of its orbit with the 
Earth and appears larger in the 
sky 

The spectacle began just after 
lam, with the “total” phase - when 
the moon is completely in shadow 
- lasting from 3.11am to 4.24am. 

Miss Spicer, 42, from Tackley 
near Bicester, was one of many 
who stayed up for the phenom¬ 
enon, which last happened in 1982. 

She said: “Normally, when there 
is a full moon, it’s so bright it 
lights up the whole sky As the 
moon became dimmer you could 
see things that you wouldn’t oth¬ 
erwise see during a full moon. 

“I could see the Milky Way and 
other stars around the moon. It 
was quite amazing.” 

Along with her fiance, Mark 
McIntyre, she had three cameras 
pointing at the moon, taking time- 
lapse shots between lam and 5am. 

She said: “It started at about 
1.10am, but there was not much to 
see in the first hour. 

“Just after 2am, a black shad¬

ow started to stretch across the 
moon.” 

“The moon got dimmer and dim¬ 
mer and started to look very red. 

She added: “It was probably just 
after 4am that a slither of light 
emerged; it was a bit like dawn.” 


Roger Davies, the Philip Wetton 
Professor of Astrophysics at Ox¬ 
ford University, stepped outside 
his Kidlington house to get a bet¬ 
ter look at the eclipse. 

He said: “It was a remarkable 
thing to see. 


“The full moon is very bright, 
but this was red and had an ethe¬ 
real quality to it. 

“It was not quite dark enough for 
me to see the nearest galaxy to us 
in the Milky Way, but it made oth¬ 
er constellations easier to view.” 


Professor Davies explained the moon 
appeared an orangey/red colour for the 
same reason the sun does when setting. 

The light has to pass through the 
Earth’s atmosphere - which contains air 
and dust - and is refracted (bent), pro¬ 
ducing the reddish tint. 
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Raw, rugged and Scottish 


MACBETH (15,113 mins) A thriller/ 
romance with Michael Fassbender, 
Marion Cotillard, Sean Harris, 
David Thewlis and Paddy 
Considine. Director: Justin Kurzel 
THE Scottish play bares its 
teeth and draws blood in Justin 
Kurzel’s muscular and 
unflinching adaptation that 
accentuates the carnage as the 
doomed title character is 
undone by grief and ambition. 

This Macbeth is rugged and 
raw, stripped of some of 
Shakespeare’s lyrical text for 
the sake of dramatic expediency 
and visual spectacle. 

The film opens with a funeral, 
rather than the hurlyburly of 
the weird sisters, and Lady 
Macbeth is a brittle porcelain 
doll, likely to crack at the 
slightest emotional jolt, rather 
than a demented dynamo 
behind her husband’s accession 
to the throne. 

Kurzel chooses to linger on the 
slow-motion cut and thrust of 
swords scything through flesh 
in battle sequences that 
emphasize Macbeth’s 
credentials as a fearless warrior. 

Michael Fassbender is front 
and centre as the Thane of 
Glamis, whose encounter with a 
quartet of prophetic hags sets 
him on his ill-fated course. 

The witches foretell his rise 
and coronation at the expense 
of King Duncan (David 
Thewlis). Aided by his wife 
(Marion Cotillard), Macbeth 
murders the monarch and 
frames his servants. 

The king’s son flees and friend 
Banquo (Paddy Considine) 
suspects Macbeth’s trembling 
role. Macbeth turns his 
attention to rival Macduff (Sean 
Harris) and, in a harrowing 
scene, orders the execution of 
Lady Macduff and her children. 

With its high body count and 
explosions of viscera, this is a 
battered and bruised reworking 
of a classic text, punctuated by 
moments of directorial brio. 

Fassbender delivers a 
mesmerising performance of

snarling intensity that 
overwhelms everyone else, not 
least Cotillard, who doesn’t 
always seem comfortable with 
the iambic pentameter. 

THE MARTIAN (MA, 141 mins) A 
sci-fi/thriller starring Matt Damon, 
Jessica Chastain, Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
Sean Bean. Director: Ridley Scott 

IN SPACE, everyone can hear 
you scream and when Ridley 
Scott is directing, you can be 
certain his actors will issue 
bloodcurdling shrieks. 

In the opening 15 minutes of 
The Martian, the director 
apparently kills off his leading 
man in a ferocious sandstorm 
on the red planet. Unusually, the 
hero survives and draws upon 


his scientific knowledge to 
sustain him until a rescue 
mission can be mustered. 

The film opens with the crew 
of the Ares 3, led by Commander 
Lewis (Jessica Chastain), as 
sensors pick up an approaching 
storm. As they rush back to the 
ship, botanist Mark Watney 
(Matt Damon) is hit by debris 
and presumed dead. 

The team blasts off, but 
Watney is alive. Nasa tries to let 
him know the cavalry is coming. 

Scott employs the 3D format to 
dazzling effect, but this is 
primarily a meditation on the 
endurance of the human spirit. 

Drew Goddard’s lean script 
and lead actor Damon serve to 
hold us spellbound. 


Cake Bookworm 


Two Years, Eight Months And 
Twenty-Eight Nights by Salman 
Rushdie, hardback by Jonathan 
Cape, £18.99 (ebook £7.50) 

MISCHIEVOUS, malevolent jinn 
(genies) interfere with the human 
world in Rushdie's new novel, 
which combines a recognisable 
near-future with the magical world 
of Arabian mythology. 

The plot is fuelled by a fictional, 
centuries-long disagreement be¬ 
tween historical Muslim philoso¬ 
phers Ghazali and Ibn Rushd, the 
latter of whom purportedly sired a 
small army of half-human children 
with the benevolent and fertile 
jinnia, Dunia. Descendants, who 
include a comic book artist and 
a gardener, must come together 
in a battle between followers of 
God and reason, played out over 
two years, eight months and 28 
(or 1,001) nights. Rushdie channels 
the story of Scheherazade for this 
confusing, twisting novel, which 
nevertheless weaves readers into its 


tapestry of sex, death, ideas, argu¬ 
ments and human peccadillos. 

His characters tell each other stories 
all the time, so their tales layer over 
each other. It sounds like a mess, 
but works tremendously well, with 
Rushdie both funny and inventive. 

A Slanting Of The Sun by Donal 
Ryan, hardback by Doubleday 
Ireland, £12.99 (ebook £6.02) 

In 2013, Donal Ryan won the 
Guardian first book award for his 
portrayal of post-crash small town 
Ireland, The Spinning Heart. This 
was followed up by the heart¬ 
breaking The Thing About Decem¬ 
ber, and he returns now with a 
collection of short stories cut from 
the same cloth as his previous work; 
snapshots from lives, each themati¬ 
cally similar yet tightly contained in 
worlds of their own. 

In the opening story, we meet a 
man just out of jail who forms a 
bond with the mother of the girl he 
ran over; there's the tale of a dedi¬ 


cated mother and wife (even here, 
Ryan makes the banal beautifully 
readable) with a shocking twist; an 
old man recalls a revenge killing's 
effect on his life. Love, loneliness 
and displacement all find a home in 
these stunning pages. 

Where My Heart Used To Beat by 
Sebastian Faulks, hardback by 
Hutchinson, £20 (ebook £8.03) 

LESS cinematic than his biggest hit¬ 
ters to date. Birdsong and Charlotte 
Grey, Sebastian Faulks here nicks 
away at his pet topics - memory, 
war, identity, psychology - and 
continues on a quest to write 
down every facet of trench life, lost 
love, broken remembrances and a 
century of mud and blood.

ONE of the biggest surprises 
Ford has served up in the 
spacious new Mondeo is the 
size of its road tax bill. 

The annual levy for vehicle 
excise duty is not small, or even 
tiny It’s non-existent. 

The emissions from the 1.6-li- 
tre engine in the Zetec Econetic 
model tested here are so low that 
this massively roomy five-door 
escapes paying any tax at all. 

That alone would make it a 
highly attractive contender in 
the company car market, but the 
potential fuel consumption is 
another major plus point. 

Ford claims the hefty hatch¬ 
back is capable of up to 78mpg 
and even my combination of 
city rush-hour crawling and mo¬ 
torway cruising managed an av¬ 
erage of about 60mpg. 

The Mondeo name has been 
around for more than 20 years 
and in that time has proved 
hugely attractive with drivers 
looking for a big car capable of 
swallowing up five adults and a 
whopping amount of luggage. 

This is a reassuringly solid car 
that copes effortlessly with long¬ 
distance travel, whisking pas¬ 
sengers along in some consider¬ 
able comfort.

The latest version still deliv¬ 
ers in spades in terms of space, 
but equipment has also taken 
a move upmarket. Perhaps the 
most intriguing improvement is 
to the rear seatbelts, that com¬ 
bine the benefits of an airbag 
and a conventional seatbelt. 

The inflatable belts, which feel 
more comfortable than an or¬ 
dinary belt as they are padded 
and softer, are designed to help 
reduce head, neck and chest in¬ 
juries. 

As with an airbag, the belt 
is activated when crash sen¬ 
sors detect an accident, forcing 
compressed gas out of a cylin¬ 


der housed below the rear seat, 
through the buckle and into the 
belt. Ford says the belt rapidly 
expands to disperse crash forces 
across a body area five times 
greater than that achieved by a 
conventional seatbelt.
